1 give llieui 
perhajMi ten minutes each,* but in each 
case the others hear wliat I am saying, 
though they are four or live inile.s ai)art 
both from me and from one auotiier. 
Every man must carry out iny orders, 
right or wrong.

Every horse, too, hai its appointed 
task set every evening, sixteen to Iweuty 
ndles a day. Lut-herolam more merci- 
ful, and if a horse gives out, why, the 
foreman ouly has to go to his telephone 
aud tell me of it, and I reduce the ani- 
mal's task, taking oil two mile.s u day, 
perhaps. The whole machine is worked 
in this way na easily by a single overseer 
as If it were a matter of thirteen and not of 
13,000 acres; and all the discussion about 
the" companitivo advantages of large and 
small farming is really rather out of date, 
for ihe'tclephonc enables you to combine 
them both. The teli^phOiie and federsaion 
are quite as applicable, I assure you, to 
farms as to states, Every 890 acres has a 
cottage onJt, with a man living on 11, i'ent 
fre«, and having charge of three horses. 

This system gives us an inuueuse pull 
over other farms, such as Dalryniple's, 
the next biggest to ours, which are worked 
from a single'centre, so that a team will 
have to, go four or five miles, perhaps, to 
get to its 'worki that is sheer wa.sle. 'l'he-;e 
homesteads are giouited into divisiou.s, of 
■which there are live on llie farm altogellier, 
with a divisional fuiemau responsible fui 
each. The men employed in each division 
report every day to the foreman aud the 
foremen report to me. Local matters, 
are left to theni; imperial concerns are. 
reserved for me at my telephone. "

THE RfAS(JNS. 

Tho objections of the Royal family uf 
Germany to the husband of Piinceas 
IJeatrico are explained by English ex- 
changes to be, as folic ws: The Duke of 
Jirunawick, tlie head of tho Guolpha, 
from whicli rare desceiida the preaent 
royal family of En<;land, vvaa eccentric to 
the ^rgo of madncaa. He had a passion 
for the moat expensive gems, and he 
would shut himself up with his magniti- 
ccnt collertiijii ai;J fdiidlt' his diaiiioiids 
hko a miser of old. In I'ari', he spent 
nearly all his solitary days, attired iu fan- 
tastic, flaming dressing gowns, selecting 
from among the thirty waxen Mmnlacni 
of his own face, the wii;, the eyebrows, 
the complexion of the day. Dyed, rouged 
and scented, the Duke of Brunswick went 
out in colored carriages, dined at some faah 
ionable restaurant, and spent the evening 
at tho littU; theatre where actors are 
<;ouiited necessary vehiclea for the exhibi- 
tion of anklcB. At home — if home his 
f^orgeouB folly could becalled — he kept no 
kitchen. A cook was noceaa.irily a p u.son- 
er in his oyos. He mixed his iiioriiiiig 
chocolate himaolf, his milk was brought 
from suburl)an farms i)i a sealed silver 
can, and hia body servant woa compelled 
to driiili and digest it ere he himself 
touched it. Ho was, however, a modest 
man at glass and platter, Ele drank noth- 
ing but aiiiall l)eer, and hia worst orgies 
were formidable fuasl.H of fruit and ices. 
He left Ilia iiiillious to the city of CJenova, 
because it ivaa tho only one likely to put 
up his BtatUB in a public place, even at 
the price ha-paid for the perpetuation of 
his lifelong folly. 



VICTORIA IJAIIUOIL 

The reprceeutativea of Victoria district 
in tho federal parliament havo succeeded 
in obtaining a considerable money vote 
for tho continued prosecution of tho work 
of deepet}ing '.liis harbor. The work haii 
been in progresa for about twelve yearf;— 
the lirat vote for the object Iniving boon 
nbtained through tho inetrutnentnlity of 
Mr. Nathan, ex-M. P., — and all will ad- 
mit that a (zreat change for the better lius 
resulted, Tho runioviil uf the Speiiee 
rock, which rendered (lie jjusaage of all 
but the smallest craft along the water 
front of the city e.xiremely hazardous, 
was an important undertaking; and the 
removal 6f Shoal JJoint — a troublesome 
gravel spit which extended from Odgen 
Point nearly acroaa tho entrance of tlio 
harbor, was scarcely lo.ss iiiinortant. It 
is now proposed to remove Dredger rock, 
a serious obstruction to navigation, and 
to continue the worT< of deepetiing tlie 
harbor Kcnornlly by the removal of tho 
olay, gravel and silt which for many cen- 
turies' have been depoaitcd there. When 
relieved of a few more rocka and shoals 
Victoria will bo cuie of the most con- 
venient hartjors on the coast, and capable 
of admitting vessels of the docpoatdraught. 
In the ne.xt f(<iir or five years the uioat 
serious ob.-itructions will bo out of the n-ay 
and conuuerce will find here a perfectly 
Becura port, ; ■ ; ' ■

TIIE BAKEU CITY FIKK. 

Particulnrs of llic Biii'iiiiiiJ; of 
the Five Frisoiiei'ii in liic> 
County Jail. 

The Baker City Sage Brush issued an 
extra on the morning after the burning of 
the county jail, friun whicli tho following 
particulars are obtained: 

Tho cry of "fire" at 1 :oO this niornin;^ 
startled tho greater portion of the town's 
population, andaa they were aroused from 
their slumbers a bright light w;ia diseeni- 
iblo in the western portion of the city, 
i)ut the exiict location could not be deter- 
mined until a near approach of the scene 
was made. It was then realized that the 
county jail was centered in dense (lame 
and smoke, and willing liauda, aa faat as 
the criiwd gathered, eudo.ivored to do 
their might to extinguish the lianies, but 
to no avail, 

Tho lirat alarm of lire was gi\ en by 
Jailer Boynton, who had been on an er- 
rand to the city drug store in quest of- 
medicine for .Tohn Coole^;, one of the in - 
mates confined in tho jail for the murder 
of Jamea Lavery, who had been coni|il.iiu- 
ing of sickness for sovoral hour.i. On 
Biiynton'a approach to the jail he discov- 
ered the fire and hastened with all possi- 
ble speed to release the in mates of the 
prison, and succeeded in opening the cell 
in which AVinkleman was confined, but 
the dense smoke and fliiinus in tho corri- 
dors of the jail made it impossible to re- 
lease tho other prisoners. ' 

Tho jail consisted of three cells — two 
wooden and ono iron. In the cell nearest 
the entrance to tho jail was tho wooden 
structure in which Winkleman was con- 
fined; passing on through the corridor 
were tho wooden and iron cells iu which 
the other five priscuicra were "ciiged' — 
three in the wooden and two in the iron 
cell. The flames and smoke were too se- 
vere for a person . to enter, and nothing 
could bo done to release them. The fire 
spent its fury, and at this writing tlie jail 
ia a mass of ruins and the tiodiea of the 
five unfortunate criminals are beyond re- 
cognitiun. 

The uiimos of tho five prisoners who 
perished in the llanies are as follows: 
Louis Miller, George Plumb, Sam Brown, 
William L:iinb, charged with larceny, and 
John Couley, t!ie murderer of .Jamea 
Laver)', u few days since near the Mal- 
honr agency. 

Frod Winkleman, tho murderer of .U- 
len and liivers, who no doubt was tho in- 
cendiary in this case, is now confined in 
the city jail under close guard fur safe 
keeping. He was severely burned before 
being rescued, and may not lecovor.

Pierce died in tins city t(j-day at the Un- 
ion club, of which lie waa a member. 
Deceased has had a peculiarly adventur- 
ous career. f:lo was born in Boston in 
180;S, In 1824 he started on tho brig 
Grill'on on a trip round tho world. He 
arrived at Honolulu May 25, 1825, where 
tho brig waa refitted, and then started for 
tho Hudson Bay company's possessions, 
that which :iow constitutes Orognn and 
British Ccdumbia, going as far north as 
Aliiakii, ivhere ha bought a quantity of 
valuable furs. Returning' he arrived in 
San Francisco, then called Verba Bueiia, 
\\\ Septombor, 18'28. Ho remained here 
several niontha, and became one of the 
Hudson liny com[)any's ngents. ,\ft('r- 
ward ho returned to JjLoiiolulu, v.liori: he 
accumulated a largo fortune, 'J'lioii he 
made a tour of Buropo, When the C.ili 
fornia gold exciteniunt broke out he re- 
turned hero with a cargo of goods, which 
he sold at a large profit. He returned 
again to Boston, whore ho established a 
line of clipper sliipfi in the California 
trade. Ho gave •ii:50,U00 to the goveru- 
inont during the war, to help the iiuiou 
cause. General (iraut tendered liiui tin; 
position of minister to Hawaiia, which lie 
accepted and held for eight yuara. He 
apoka the Hawaiian language us fluently 
as a native. The king of Hawaiia ap- 
pointed him chief of his cabinet. Ho ac- 
companied the king to \\'a.'ihiagton, and 
aided in procuring the [laas.ago ni the re- 
ciprocity treaty. Afterward he came bacK 
to San Fnuiciaco, where he has lived over 
since, making tho Union club hia bead- 
(juarters. Deceased was 77 years of at;e, 
and leaves a wife, who resides in ii.iston, 
and a daughter, the wife of ex-Mayor 
,01app, of Greenfield, Massachusetts.

Till! rHlBBS EXTRADITION. 

Judguieiit ol'itXr. .Iiisiice Crease 
in Favor of tlie United 
States. 



Judgment was rendered in tho Hibbs 
extradition ease yesterday by Mr. Justice 
Crease, ;ui[iremo court, in favor of the 
I'nited States ouverniuent. In giving 
judgment he citui the circumstances of 
tht^ crime and the details uf ett'jrts made 
to secure the prisoner after arrest. Ho 
staled that the action was a portion uf tho 
process under the Ashbnrtoii Treaty and 
the Dominion statutes passed to give it 
eflect the gi'Vei nmunt of the United 
States ha.i applied for the extradition of 
tho prisoner Hibbs, 

It is a case of considerable importance, 
because the eomphiint is for an offence 
which has no exact parallel in tho history 
of ex 1 1 a dit loll e.ises and tho danger that 
would arise of repetition, should it not 
prove to lie in extraditable ufl'elice. 

That will lie easily uiKierstood when it 
is considereil lhat there are some 'J5, 000 
pa.stniasters having the same facilities as 
llie pn.soiii r in the issuance of money 
orders in ihel'iiiiiMl States, and if one 
such can Willi iiiipuiiity, unblnahingly 
(unfess to having aliused his trust by em- 
boKxliiig $20,000 in three days, and then 
avoid all punishinont by merely skipping 
across an imaudiiary boinidary lir.o it is a 
mere role of Inreesiim to ascertain the 
mischief such an rx.imple to even a low 
of that great aniiy of post masters might 
do. 

That is, no doubt, next to the vindica- 
tion id' Iho law and one reason why our 
great iH'i<;hIior has sent to our aasistmice 

.HO lih..;li a legal authority as her solicitor - 
oenei.il, whose aide commentary on ex- 
trailitioii |:uv, III Ihe Hlia|ie of a brief to 
Ilia learniMl coiinsid, Messrs. Roland Hott 
and Wiill.s, |insHi'«ses such value as an ex- 
position of what constitutes the extradi- 
table otfeni-e of f iruery as regarded from 
a I'liiled Stales standpoint. 

The sol icil ot-^i iieral lois borne testi- 
iiioiiy, as an rspeii, tliat in Ihe present 
slate of the oflieial ciliiiilliil law of the 
I'nited .Slaies, the facts an elicited iu evi- 
dence before me constitute the crime of 
forgery. 

But this is not unoiiuh to make it an 
extraditable oU'ence. To eil'ect that it ia 

iieces.sary to allow that it is not only for- 
Liery hy I'nited States Liw but also by 
the yeneral criniiiiiil law of tho Domin- 
ion. 

The i|ueation before us is governed by 
article 10 of the "Washington Treaty of 
Id-12," the Dominion Act of 1877 (with 
referoneu to the older acta of IS70 and 
l.S7ri). and the Imperial ( Irder-.in Council 
wliicli ia found at pagexxv; of the Domin- 
ion Statiiles of IH.Sli .-Vrticle 10 states: 
"It ia agreed tli.u tho I'nited States and 
Her Britannic .Majesty shall upon mutual 
requisitions by tliem or their ministers, 
oflieera or autliiirilies, respectively made, 
deliver up to justice all peraons charged 
with the crime of murder, or piracy, or 
tlie iittcr.inco of forged paper, comniiiteil 
within the j uriadiction of either who shall 
seek an asylum, or shall be found within 
the territories of tho other. 

I am under the Doininion statute placed 
here lis a J udgr, to try whether, ou tho 
evidence adduced belore iiie at the hear- 
ing of the eomplaiiif, 1 deem it siifticient 
to sustain the charge of forgery against 
Hibbs, and to authorize mo to give the 
certitiuate reipiired by the treaty. 

In view of the law and facts uf tho case 
as established by the oath of competent 
witiies.ses before inf, in tho presence of 
the prisoner, 1 think there ia. 

The eircuiiiataiices, so iIiscIobimI, are of 
a most extraordinary natun^, and indiciite 
a carefully concerted [ilan, executed with 
a success .uid upon a scale which but for 
the proiiqit actiuii of the United States 
governiiiei.t, followed by this arrest, 
might hav.' been calculated to aliiike all 
f.iitli f.ir the fiiiiire in the in violal.nlity of 
posial remittances. 

V*^ hell arre.-ited the in'iaoner confessed to 
having iasiiod ;!78 (as bo called thom) 
"fraudulent money orders," and to have 
received over ?"_'(), 000 upon thom. So , 
deliberati! was he in his (jperations that 
he actually Stat ril to one witiie.'is, who 
followi'd liini Uji like a alentli bound, that 
he inteiidi'd to keep the money, which ho 
had liefore ack iioh li-ilged he had fraudu - 
lently oljtained, and s.iid: "If 1 had only 
accounteil for the money it would not 
have been a crime," claiming, as ho "free- 
ly talked" to iheiii of "all he had done" 
that hi: could not he r.'x 1 1 adi I eil, 

Well; on iliese facts can he I 1 think 
he can.

A Complete Dcscriittlou of the 
Building. 

A aplendid aituation has been chosen 
for the now gaol now being erected for 
the provincial government on tho hill oast 
of the Saanich road, about two miles 
north of thu post utUco. The site pua- 
aosses the advantage of natuial drainage 
combined with pure air and lino scenery, 
and no doubt when the workings of the 
iiistituti jii become inaugurated tho doc- 
tors visits will bo few and far between. 
The plans of the building were furnished 
by Mr. (.iuro, surveyor-general, and the 
contract for building has been awarded to 
Moaara. McDonald & Co. The building 
iu shape, when tiuiahud, will resemble the 
letter T. The size of 

TUB MAIN lIUILDIIfO 
is to be 34x110 foot; and will contain 
throe stories and basement. The founda- 
tion ia to bo of stone and the suiierstruc- 
tiiro of red brick surmounted with a man- 
sard or hip roof. The cellar is to be l)uilt 
of solid masonry, and will be used for 
general storage purposes. The Krouiid 
door will be subdivided into gailor's resi- 
dence, which will occupy the wholo of the 
east wint;. Tho whole of tho west wing 
will bo devoted to the female prisoners' 
cells, and the centre of the liat will bo, 
used as kitchen, laundry, drying-roum 
and oLiier domealic oflices. On the second 
floor aro to be located tho ullice, janitor's 
room, bath-room and various sanitary ar- 
rangements. The contro of tho third Hat 
will be occupied by a chapel, work-rooms 
and storage romiis. 'I'liere will be win- 
dows enough throughout tho building to 
sooure 

si'KPiciBsr Mil nr. 

They will bo protactod with iron guards. 
The plumbing and sanitary arrangements 
aro of the newest and most satisfactory 
description; hot and cold water will be 
ubtaiiiablu all over tho building, and tho 
furnaces and cooking apparatus will beset 
on brick foundation. 

THK .NORTH Wl.NU, 

which is to be 40.\84 feet in size, will be 
occupied by the cells of the male prison- 
era, about 70 ill number. Tlieae rooms 
are extra strong, being Iniilt of five inch 
solid lumber provided with heavy doora and 
wrought iron fastenings; iron bars will bo 
inserted in the celling, walla and floors, 
and are expected to frustrate all ell'orta of 
escape. A number of these cells are cap- 
able of containing two or more prisonura; 
but the majority will be single cells, each 
will contain bench, bed, sh-.'lf, table and 
all the necoaaary requirements. 

All tho inatorials used in construction 
aro of native growth or manufacture and 
the best quality only ia being used. There 
are at present about 40 men employed, 
none of whom are celestials. Considerable 
work has already been done, the cellar 
having boon excavated from the solid 
rock; tho n jrth wing foundation is being 
levelled, and the masonry in the collar 
and wing walls ia now being built. Quan- 
tities of material aro arriving daily and are 
used up nearly as fast as they arrive. The 
contractors intend pushing forward tho 
work aa (juickly as is consiateiit with dur- 
ability, and expect to have tho building 
complete on or boforo November 30th 
next. The gaol and yard will occupy 
about one aero and will bo surmounted by 
a massive plank fence about 12 feet in 
height. The governmunt alao own several 
acres of land adjoining, which could be 
easily duvotod to the purpose of a gaol 
farm should such an acquisition be deemed 
requisite.

factory early thia morning proved more 
ileatructive than anticiuatod. The fire- 
men turned out apcedily, but before their 
arrival the blaze liad burst forth on both 
sides of tho buikling. It was discovered 
that thu lire was raging in tho rear pre- 
mises, where are l.icated the upholstering 
and finishing rooms, also the kiln and 
engine rooms. From the appearanco of 
the place it is thought that the lire must 
have originated in the upholstering room 
on the top floor, wdiicli was slocked with 
a heavy assortmunt of carpets, rep, ailka, 
gimp, and elegant furililuro, wdiich atrord- 
ed fuel for thu tiainea. Tlieau 8ubaoi|Uent- 
ly couiinuiiiosted with the roof, and at 
tho same liinn spread dowir-vard thrnugh 
tho shoot used for sliding shavings to tho 
boiler room at the back. Tlie wholo pluco 
speedily became unvulopud iu tlamea and 
burned fiercely, but the firemen gallantly 
Blurted to overcome the fire, and, after 
forcing an ontraiice, began to pbiy upon 
the flaiiiea. Ni.itwithstoiiditig that, as 
usual, two lengths of hoso burst, they 
managed ti; extinguish the blaze in a short 
time, partially saving the rear rooms and 
preventing the fire froin oommuoioatiiig 
with the front, wherein was stored thu 
lai'go solection uf furniture and undertak- 
ing goods. The roof of tho uiiholstering 
room, together with the woothvork, tho 
flooring of the room bene.ath, and tho en- 
gine room and kiln were badly damaged, 
but the moat serious loaa sustained was in 
tho deatruclion of thu upholstery and 
other gooda, much damage being done by 
water. Tho loss upon the stock ia esti ■ 
mated at 1^8, OUO to y;iU,OUU, while that 
upon the building will alao bo consider- 
able, and to make things worae there was 
no insurance on either stock or buildings.

It is iintoidshing how many 
people eat Switzerkase The nthcr Swiss 
cheese sold here is Neufchaiel It is all 
Hupposed to he made amuny ihe pic- 
lurcsi^ue nioimtftins of ^\vit/.l■rlalld of 
genuine goat's milk, but lots of the article 
is manufactured in this .(Hnitry fiom 
eows' unlU. and some ri;;hl here in ( hi 
eago. A popular ilrsserl cheese is the 
edaiu, whieh is nnide in .\ nisterdani. The 
French goods are the rroina;;-e de lirie 
fromage de .Menaula tind frontage de 
i'Bigna, all veiy netirly alike', and 
eaou taking its niiine from the 
locality where it is maniifiu.tui eil. .\u 
other Freiich cheese is the xiriete l!iii|ue 
fort. Grated I'armesan is a liaid. ili;y 
cheese brought from lltdy and useil in 
macaroni. There is a pretty steady call 
for Kngliah cheese, which is better than 
the American arti( le, and will be till we 
liavc as good milch stock .uid as ri< h pas 
turaL:c as thiiy po.ssc.ss in (Ireat liriiaiii.

"In Sptiin and Italy, although xnni' are 
grown in the south of Fiance, They are 
prepared for shippini:, howevei', mostly in 
France.

oil is made in Italv, mills for the purpuse 
iHiiiig common, 1 knew a young Italian 
in ( hicago who last year inircbased ae 
olive mill in his native land wilii bis huv 
ings for the si.v years lie bad bei'ii in this 
country. The millers do not buy the 
olives of the growers, hut grind or |ir( -■- 
them on shares, after the plan of the oh I 
time flour makers. " 

"Are any mushrooms put 'up in this 
country V " 

"Oh, they are all hrouffht from France. 
Kn^lish meadows produce good luush- 
rooins,-and--this^uugi is highly pri cd 
there. TrulMcs are seldom culled fur. 
They are used only to give phpiaucy to 
fowl or game stullin,!;. ^nails are asked 
for hut by a few epicures with foreign- 
acquired tastes. Sanlines are shipi>ed 
from Iranee when not frijni tlu' coast ol 
Maiue, although no genuine sardines arc 
caught along the American coasts, luid 
the >laine fish iluhbed with the namu are 
rank and coar.se. 'l'ea> are more largely 
(.."hinese than .lapanese.
